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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 13, 14, 18-21, 23, 26-33, 36-38 and 40-43 are allowable. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

Claims 13, 14, 18-21, 23, 26-33, 36-38 and 40-43, are allowable because 
the prior art, particularly Kaloust [U.S. Patent No. 6,246,929], White [U.S. Patent 
No. 5,444,641], Zhodzishky et al. [U.S. Patent No. 6,268,824] (hereafter 
Zhodzishky), Polacsek [U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0009063] 
and Breed et al. [U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0202049] 
(hereafter Breed) fail to teach or suggest a computer-readable medium encoded 
with a computer program product (or system) for analyzing test data (or data 
obtained from an aeroelastic structure), the computer program product 
comprising: 

a third computer program portion configured to perform at least one 
non-linear transfer function frequency response curve fit to the plurality of data 
points, wherein the third computer program portion is further configured to 
perform at least one non-linear optimization curve fit to the plurality of data points 
using a Jacobian matrix populated using analytically-derived sensitivities based 
on at least one of a State Space Model and a Pole Zero Model. 

Kaloust, White, Zhodzishky, Polacsek and Breed also fail to teach or 
suggest a system for analyzing flutter test data, comprising: 
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a processor arranged to analyze the plurality of data points, the processor 
including a fourth component configured to transform the plurality of data points 
into at least one of a State Space Model and a Pole Zero Model.
